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ADVISORY ACTION 

The after final amendment filed on 07/24/03 cannot be entered since while narrowing the 
scope of previously rejected claims at Rl to remove certain heteroaryl groups as a choice 
removes the 103 rejection, it would necessitate further consideration and search to determine the 
applicability of additional art which would render the amended claims obvious under 35 USC 
103. In addition, applicants' amendment of the structure formed by R5 and R6 introduced new 
matter. The formula shown on page 4 of the amendment is distinct from the structure depicted in 
the originally filed application and priority documents. Therefore, the amended claims lack 
support from the priority documents and the amendment requires ftirther consideration of the 
new issues it presents. 

Applicants are reminded that entry of amendment after final rejection is not a matter of 
right. "Except where an amendment merely cancels claims, adopts examiner suggestions, remove 
issues for appeal, or is some other way only a cursory review by the examiner, compliance with 
the requirement of a showing under 37 CFR 1.1 16(b) is expected in all amendments after final 
reelection."
